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[57] ABSTRACT 

To reduce the cost of air travel insurance premiums 



substantially, by eliminating the need for insurance 
company representatives, agents, or machines, hi air- 
port tenninais or elsewhere, purchasers contract with 
and prepay a nominal sum to the insurance company for 
a selected amount of air travel insurance coverage. The 
insureds are supplied through the mail with a designated 
number of proper documents in assembled relationship 
for use in coaction with conventional air travel tickets 
in a manner whereby the purchaser can assure the vali- 
dation of his or her air travel insurance prior to take-off 
on a mode of air travel. A r^urn envelope is provided, 
addressed to the insurance company or agent The en- 
velope includes a positioning means for the air travel 
ticket and insurance documents assembly to be tempo- 
rarily assembled with the envelope to enable the pur- 
chaser to imprint the validating indicia on an element of 
the ticket to be given to the air travel ticket agent and 
also on the insurance documents assembly. The docu- 
ments are delivered to the insurance company or agent, 
the beneficiary, and to a third party disinterested institu- 
tional trust.

3, payment instructions 27 may be 
imprinted pn the panel 24 and suitable writing instruc- 15 
tions 28 similarly imprinted on the panel 20, together 
with a printed block 29 on which the insurance pur- 
chaser writes his naxne, data of flight, departure time, 
mode of air travel, flight number, and air travel ticket 
number as shown at 30 on the first copy 17 of the ticket 20 
18. 

Prior to writing in the block or area 29, and referring 
to FIGS. 1 and 4, the insurance purchaser inserts the

The 
beneficiary card and institutional trust card are pre- 
addressed by the insurance company or agent supplying 
the insurance documents assemblies to its insurance 
purchasers. Thus, all involved parties in the event of a 
mode of travel orash will possess documents showing 
the insurance indicia or data pertinent to a particular 
passenger and a particular mode of air travel ticket 
number, thus avoldhig all conflision and mistakes of 
identification or collusioin. The work or effort required 
of the insurance purduser is less than that required 
vfhea obtaining fligiht insurance at an airport terminal 



the envelope as shown by the arrow 32 in FIG. 1. It will 
be appreciated that the double duplicating sheet or 30 
carbon paper sheet 16 is now between the underdde of 
first ticket copy 17 and the card 15 of the documents 
assembly 10. This assemblage now held by the pocket 
26 lies beneath the panel 20 as shown at 33 in FIG. 3. At 
this time, the insurance purchaser firmly writes the 35 
described validating data or indicia in the block or area 
29. Such indicia or data will simultaneously be recorded 
on the envelope area 29, on the underside of the ticket 
copy 17 in reversed or mirror image fashion as at 29' in 
FIG. 4dk on the postal card 15 beneath the duplicating 40 
sheet or carbon sheet 16 and on the postal card 13 be- 
neath the carbon sheet 14. 

During such writing, the purchaser will know that 
the insurance documents assembly and ticket, which is 
added to the assembly, are properly placed in the 45 
pocket 26 because, if so placed, die ticket number 30 
will be visible through the window 25 in accordance 
with further printed instructions 34 on the envelope, 
FIG. 3, for the convenience of the user, 



Additionally, the cost of the air travel insurance pre- 
mium is ma^edly reduced as previously explained due 
to the fact that the insurance company personnel and 
concessionaire charges at the airport terminal are no 
longer required. 

It is to be understood that the form of the invention 
herewith shown and described is to be taken as a pre- 
ferred example of the same, and that various changes in 
the shape* size and arrangement of parts may be re- 
sorted to, without departing firom the spirit of the inven- 
tion or scope of the subjoined claims. 
I claim: 

1. For use with a conventional air travel ticket as a 
means to facilitate the validation of air travel insurance, 
an air travel insurance documents assembly, said insur- 
ance documents assembly including an institutional 
trust mailing element, a beneficiary mailing element, a 
double-active face duplicating sheet at one side of said 
institutional trust mailing dentent and a singie^tive 
face duplicating sheet between the institutional trust 
mailing dement and the beneficiary mailing element* 



When the validating indicia has been written in the 50 and a return envelope having a posittoniQg means on 



described manner, the air travd ticket and package 10 
are separated from the pocket 26 and the ticket 18 is 
separated from the documents assembly 10 for use in the 
customary manner. A foldable opaque flap 35 provided 
on the interior of the envelope near the window 25 is 55 
now folded over the window prior to mailing so that 
neither the check nor charge authorization for the due 
premium, nor anything else, will show through the 
window. This feature is to avoid confusing the postal

2. The invention as defined in claim 1, and said area 
being preprinted to facilitate the writing of said air 
travel indicia by a purchaser, said panel also having 5 
preprinted credit account indicia thereon for use by an 
insurance purchaser. 

3. The invention as defined in claim 1, and said return 
envelope being an initially unfolded preprinted enve- 
lope including said one panel, and a second panel bear- 10 
ing the address of an insurance company or agent and 
having gummed closure flaps, and a transparent win- 
dow in said one panel through which the insurance 
purchaser can see the number of the air travel ticket 
while writing the air travel indicia in said area. 15 

4. The invention as defmed in claim 1, and said dou- 
ble-active face duplicating sheet having one of its faces 
in opposing relationship to the back of the institutional 
trust mailing element, and said single-active face dupli- 
cating sheet having its active face in opposing relation- 20 
ship to the back of the benefidary mailing element 

5^ The invention as defined in chum 3, and an opaque 
flap attached to said envelope near said transparent 
window and being foldable over said window to cover 
the window when the envelope is moving through the 25 
mails. 

6. The mvention as defined in claim 1, and said posi- 
tioning means comprising a pocket on said one panel of 
the envelope and on the side of said one panel remote 
from said area to receive written air travel indicia. 30 

7. The invention as claimed in claim 6 wherein said 
return envelope also comprises a second panel adapted 
to be folded into juxtaposition to said one panel, and a 
gummed (l&p carried by said second panel and adapted 

to be folded over said pocket and seal the pocket closed 35 
during passage through the mails to avoid snagging of 
the pocket on another envelope or object 

8. For use with a conventional air travel ticket as a 
means to facilitate the validation of air travel insurance, 

a preassembled air travd insurance multiple elements 40 
documents assembly, adapted to be interleaved with an 
air travel ticket, said assembly con^>rising a plurality of 
sheets adapted to receive written matter and a plurality 
of duplicating sheets interleaved with said first-men- 
doned sheets and adapted to transmit written matter 43 
thereto, and an envelope for returning to an insurance 
company or agent and including a positioning means for 
said documents assembly and ticket on one side of one 
panel thereof and having an area for pertinent sic travel 
insurance indicia on the opposite side of said paneL SO 

9. The invention as defined in claim 8, and said enve- 
lope comprising an initially flat unfolded envelope 
blank having gummed closure flaps and a return address 
on a second panel thereof. 

10. For use with a conventional au* travel ticket to 55 
facilitate validation of air travel insurance, a plurality of 
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mailing elements, one of said mailing elements having 
an air travel insurance indicia area for the entry of vali- 
dation supportive evidence by an air travel insurance 
purchaser, and said plurality of mailing elements being 
adapted to be temporarily assembled with said air travel 
ticket so that a copy of Ae ticket which is delivered to 
an air travel ticket agent on departure is positioned 
between two of the mailing elements while the air travel 
insurance purchaser writes said supportive evidence in 
said area, and duplicating means for imprintmg the 
written air travel insurance indicia constituting said 
supportive evidence onto other mailing elements and 
onto said copy of the ticket to be delivered to said air 
travel ticket agent to complete the validation of the air 
travel insurance. 

11. The invention as defmed in claim 10, wherein one 
of said mailing elements having said supportive evi- 
dence thereon is addressed to an insurance company or 
agent for mailing prior to boarding. 

12. The invention as defined in claim 10, wherein one 
of said mailing elements having said supportive evi- 
dence thereon is addressed to a designated beneficiary 
for mailing prior to boarding. 

13. The invffltion as defmed in claim 19, wherein one 
of said mailing elements having said supportive evi- 
dence thereon is addressed to an institutional trust for 
maiHng prior to boarding. 

14. The method of completing insurance documents 
while simultaneously marking an air travel ticket for 
validation of the documents in advance of travel with- 
out the inconvenience of dealing with an insurance 
agent at an air terminal during departure, said method 
comprising the steps of temporarily assembling with an 
air travel ticket a plurality of mailing elements and 
means for duplicating written data, positionmg the air 
travel ticket between two of said mailing elements, 
writing air travel indicia on one of said mailing elements 
whidi indicia is in turn imprinted by said duplicating 
means on other mailing elements and on the bade of said 
copy of the ticket to be given to said ticket agent, sepa- 
rating the ticket from the mailing elements, delivering 
to an air travel ticket agent the air travel ticket having 
said air travel indicia and data on the back thoieof 
thereby validating the insurance coverage for the flight 
taken, and mailing one of said mailing elements having 
air travel indicia and identifying data on the back 
thereof to the insurance company or agent. 

15. A method as defined in claim 14^ and the addi- 
tional step of mailing a further one of said mailing ele- 
ments having air travel indicia and identifying data on 
the back thereof to the institutional trust. 

16. A method as defined in claim 15, and the addi- 
tional 8tq> of mailing a still further one of said mailing 
elements having air travel indicia and identifying data 
on the back thereof to the beneficiary.
